New Depression 


WASHTNOTON 0J.R5 — Former 
President H erbert Hoover assured 
th e nation last night it can have 
“high confidence" th at the coun­ 
try is not headed into a n o th v 
“tre a t depression" like the one he 
grappled with two decades ago. 
The 79-year-old former Presi­ 
dent said the "combustible m ate­ 
rials" th a t triggered the depres­ 
sion during his adm inistration are 
c o t around now to haunt the first 
Republican President since he left 
office. 
Hoover expressed confidence the 
economy will ride out the cur­ 
ren t dip, which he declined to give 
a specific name. B ut he said if 
tim es do get tough, taxes should 
be cut in order to pump more 
consumer buying power into the 
economy. 


WHAT TO CALL IT? 
In a wryly humorous speech be­ 
fore the American Good Govern­ 
m ent Society, the usually solemn 
form er President observed a b at­ 
tle was going on "over w hether 
or not we are in a dip, a slump, 
a readjustm ent, a recession or a 
depression." He added th a t he 
“should be regarded as an ex­ 
pert" on the subject of depres­ 
sions. 
“At least I was credited with 
having constructed one all by my­ 
self," he said. "I even received 
the honor of having th a t depres­ 
sion named after me by various 
political candidates." 


RECEIVES AWARD 
Hoover

nomy at a dinner where he and 
Gov. Allan Shivers of Texas were 
awarded the society's 1954 Good 
Governm ent Awards.

San Quentin 
Several members of the M arin 
M ental H ealth Society toured San 
Quentin Prison Friday night to 
gain first-hand inform ation re­ 
garding prison m anagem ent and 
prisoner care. Conducting, the tour 
were Assistant W arden Douglas 
Riggs and Chief Psychiatrist Dr. 
David Schmidt, both of whom 
gave talks on the success of mod­ 
ern, hum ane methods of handling 
prisoners. 
A recent survey made by San 
Quentin officials showed th a t 80 
per cent of a group of 500 parolees 
did not commit another crime. 
The 
survey 
has 
watched 
the 
prisoners for a period of from 
four to eight years, according to 
Riggs. Sim ilar surveys made be­ 
fore the use of present-day peno­ 
logical methods showed th a t 80 
per cent of parolees did repeat 
criminal behavior. 
Reasons for the improvement in 
parolee conduct is the increasing 
emphasis on rehabilitation rather 
than punishm ent plus the psychi­ 
atric treatm ent they receive, Riggs 
explained. More than 2000 San 
Quentin Inmates now receive some 
sort of psychiatric treatm ent eith­ 
er individually or in the 22 group 
therapy units in which prisoners 
get together to discuss their prob­ 
lems with each other guided by a 
psychotherapist. 
The M ental Health S o c i e t y 
group was shown the library, fur­ 
niture 
factory, 
chapels, 
dining 
hall, visiting rooms, bakery and 
other departm ents of the prison. 
In the chapel they heard "The 
Lord’s Prayer" sung by a prison­ 
er, accompanied on the organ by 
another inmate.

Mrs. M ary Markward, the FBI 
informer, named the Army em ­ 
ployee as Annie Lee Moss. 
Mrs. M arkward, trim in a black 
suit and white gloves, testified at 
a public hearing called by Mc­ 
Carthy's S e n a t e Investigations 
subcommittee. 
K N O W N R E D 
Mrs. Markward told the sub­ 
committee th a t as a former Com­ 
m unist party official here she had 
known Annie Lee Moss as a Com­ 
m unist party member. At the time, 
she said, the woman was a cafe­ 
teria worker in the Pentagon. 
M cCarthy a m om ent before said 
the woman whom Mrs, M arkward 
was to nam e is, according to the 
subcommittee’s underst a n d 1 n g , 
now working in the code room of 
the Army Signal Corps, ‘ handling 
top secret messages.” 
M cCarthy is embroiled on con­ 
troversy with Secretary of the 
Army Stevens 
over 
M cCarthy’s 
charge the Army has “coddled 
Communists.” 
Stevens was once scheduled for 
a face-to-face m eeting with the 
committee today on the issue, but 
M cCarthy 
deferred 
the 
session 
until Thursday. 
Instead, M cCarthy decided to go 
ii to this case. 
He said he had given Pentagon 
officials notice some time ago th at 
he planned to air the case publicly 
unless they “did something” about 
It. 
McCarthy said th at in “fairness” 
to Secretary Stevens, he wanted 
to emphasize th a t “I doubt very 
much th a t Secretary Stevens per­ 
sonally knew about this case.” 
The hearing was the first in 
which Democratic members of Mc­ 
C arthy’s Senate Investiga t i o n s 
subcommittee have p a rtic ip a te d 
since they quit the group in a row 
with M cCarthy last July. 
Present today were Sens. Mc­ 
Clellan (D-Arki and Jackson <D- 
W ash). The third Democrat, Sen. 
Symington (D-Mo) is out of the 
country. 
Mrs. Markward testified, in re­ 
ply to questions, th at she had re­ 
ported regularly and promptly to 
the FBI while a member of the 
Communist party. 
M cCarthy 
interjected 
th a t 
it 
could be assumed the FBI had 
turned over the inform ation to the 
government departm ents concern­ 
ed. And, he added, a Civil Service 
Commission report would be in ­ 
troduced to make clear the in ­ 
form ation about Mrs. Moss “was 
known to the Army for a long 
time.”

BRISBANE, Australia ( ^ —Vik­ 
tors Zvejnieks, 28, staggered ashore 
north of Cairns yesterday, suf­ 
fering from m alnutrition and ex­ 
posure, after drifting 450 miles 
through the Coral Sea in an open 
12-foot dinghy without a paddle.

It's Easy To Be Candidate 
In Fire District Elections

MOLOTOV 


W hen the hm inew of a very small elected 


public bodv—like a fire district board of 


trustees—is going along smoothly, and when 


the incumbents are agreeable to serving an­ 


other term, and when there isn’t an “oppo­ 


sition" trving to seat a representative, then 
there obviously is little need to go thiough 


the costly formality of an election. 


It was with this in mind that the state 
legislature several years ago enacted a law' 


which allows fire districts and some other 
bodies to dispense with elections and per­ 
mit incum bent officers to continue in office 


for additional terms. 


But like anv law, this one has had some 


unanticipated results. 


In a lew instances, people who have in­ 
quired av to when the next election was to 
be held and how one would go about filing 
his candidatv —these people have been told, 


in effect, “go m ind your own business and 
don’t stir up trouble here." 


So this law that was enacted with the best 


nf intentions has had some extrem ely unfav­ 
orable results. For we all know that it is a 
most unhealthy situation when citizens who 
inquire into a segment of public business 


are given the brush off. 


After all, we learn from grammar school 


on that the more we know about our form 


of self government, the better we can make 


it work. 
Fortuiiateh, this unfavorable aspect has 


come to our attention only raiely heie in 


Marin. 
This vear, the terms of trustees in seven 
fire distiicti expire and are to be filled by 


election April 5. 
(Providing that elections 


are held). 
T he deadline for filing candidacies is 5 
p. m. February 24. 
T h at’s day after tomor- 


io w . 
Candidate petitions are axailable at

From 2 Different Serious Sources 


About 1st Treaty 
Signed By U. S. 


T h e 19M celebration of the birthday of 
Washington comes at a time when the tieaty 


process is under re-examination. 
So it may 
be pertinent today to review his experience 


with the first really contentious broad-scope 
treatv signed by tl^f U nited States, 
T hat was the tieaty with Great Britain 


arranged by John Jay, under the guidance 
of Secretary of the Treasury Alexander H am ­ 
ilton, in 1794. 
Britain agreed to evacuate 


posts on our frontier and to adjudicate our 


claims for certain depredations at sea. 
W e 


accepted British trade restrictions during her 
w ir with France, and agreed to arbitrate 
northern boundary lines. 


T h e Jeffersonians denounced the treaty as 
surrendering too much for too little, and it 
was ratified in the Senate by a strict party 
vote, 20 to 10, with one reservation added. 


T h e terms had been kept secret, and even a

summary didn’t leak out until after ratifica­ 
tion. 
1 hen eight state legislatures passed 


resolutions favoring the treaty, three de­ 
nounced it. 


T he House of Representatives, called on 
to vote funds to carry out the tatified tieaty, 


asked Washington for the documents relat­ 
ing to it. 
W ashington rejected the request 
as going be>ond the powers of the House 


and as tending to hamper negotiations with 


other nations. 
T he House by vote of 51 
to 48 finally resolved that legislation to im ­ 
plement the treaty was expedient. 


One reason for the treaty was the British 


failure to live up to certain provisions of 


the treaty of peace of 1785, and one reason 


for that failure was action by many states 


to prevent the payment of debts owed British 


citizens prior to the Revolution. 
Yet the 


1783 treaty had guaranteed the payment of 
these debts, and in the Jay treaty the l). S, 


government accepted liability for.such as 


could be collected because of state action. 


Woman At Home Can Relax, The 


Outside World Can Be Dull Too

NEW YORK (J* — The other 
night I saw a very funny play 
called “Oh. Men! Oh, Women!” 
It concerns a young wife who 
is unhappy although her hus­ 
band is a successful actor, loves 
her, is faithful and Is a good 
provider. She has a nurse for 
the kids, a cook, maids, gar­ 
dener, the works. 
So. feeling bored and useless, 
ihe goes to a psychoanalyst and 
after a few sessions decides may­ 
be she ought to assert her inde­ 
pendence. She suggests a trial 
aef aration to her husband. Being 
a reasonable man. he blows his 
top, gets loaded and track« down 
the analyst. 


WHY, THE lurching actor asks 
the doctor, do so many modern 
women 
feel unimportant and 
useless in the important job of 
running a 
house 
and 
raising 
children? Why do they envy 
those in the "outside world?’* 
What do they think they re miss­ 
ing? 1 And, finally, doctor,” the 
actor shouts, “tell me this Tell 
me, what's on the outside?” 
At this point, both men and 
women, from the $6 60 seats to the 


last $1.80 seats in the balcony, 
roared with laughter and «topped 
the show with wild applause. It 
was clear the play had struck 
home in many homes. 


OBVIOUSLY, while few wives 
have cooks or nurses or psycho­ 
analysts, many wives have the 
same feeling of boredom, of use­ 
lessness, of missing something. 
Why this great wondrous envy of 
the mysterious world on the out­ 
side, into which husbands all 
over the country disappear every 
morning? 
In the play, the doctor never 
answered the question. So let's 
face it right here and now'. Just 
what is on the outside? 
True, the outside has its rises 
and falls, its triumphs and set­ 
backs, its men who get a $10 
raise or are promoted to vice 
president or find a polio vaccine 
or win a Nobel Prize. But do 
wives really know how seldom 
this happens? 


MOSTLY THE outside is mil­ 
lions of mefi shaving, cramming 
down the last piece of toast, rush­ 
ing off and being herded like 
cattle into the cities in crowded 
commuter trains and buses. Do 
they go daily off, as to a great

adventure? They do not. They 
«luff off, half-asleep, numbed by 
tha hypnotic motion of sameness, 
driven by unseen whips. 
The outside is millions of men 
at the 
office 
glumly picking

boss. The outside is millions of 
men beginning another unglam- 
orous day, reacting to the pres­ 
sures of half-submerged ambi­ 
tions, to the pressures of their 
boss, to the real or fancied com­ 
petition of their fellow man. 


THE OUTSIDE is 
the 
mid- 
morning coffee 
break 
which 
they have, not because they want 
coffee, but because there lurks 
the hope that, 
somehow, 
five 
mmutes away from the desk will 
bring new solutions, new stimula­ 
tion, new horizons. It doesn’t. 
The outside is millions of men 
talking shop at lunch, dissecting 
what old T.J. said or what old 
T.J/s secretary said and the way 
they said 
it and 
what they 
meant. 
The outside is lunch talk about 
stocks or options or the raise 
the new man got and the eter­ 
nal threat that one-day soon, 
unless 
the 
company 
cornea 
through, by gosh, I’m going to 
make a break. 


IT IS DIALOGUE that is no 
more refreshing, imaginative or 
soul-satisfying than wives’ talk 
about formulas, new detergent* 
or how could that woman ever 
afford 
a 
huge new 
sectional 
couch that must have cost $900 
and on his salary! 
The outside is millions of men 
coming back from 
too 
much 
l u n c h , half-heartedly flirting 
with the pretty receptionist or 
secretary, and 99.9 per cent of 
the time either party would be 
surprised and a little frightened 
if anything came of it. This is 
a semi-automatic maneuver that 
goes with manhood, a token gea- 
ture made to hold on tq the 
franchise. 


THE OUTSIDE is millions of 
men leaving a crowded desk at 
night with a sense of unfulfiU- 
ment, millions of men being 
herded back to the cattle cars, 
dully reading the evening papers, 
making perfunctory conversation, 
secretly wondering when the fun 
begins. 
So relax, girls. The outside is 
just the Inside out 


The Eisenhower military poli­ 
cy is under considerable criticism 
coming from two quite separate 
sources. Both are responsible and 
both raise questions which call 
for serious and patient answers. 
But all will be confusion if at the 
outset we do 
not distinguish 
clearly the two 
schools of crit­ 
icism. 
T h e f i r s t 
is drawing its 
brief from men 
w h o a re or 
h a v e 
b e e n 
c l o s e l y con­ 
nected with the 
Air Force. They 
do not challenge the basic de­ 
cision to make the Air Force the 
paramount military 
arm. 
Far 
from it. The Eisenhower decision 
is the fulfilment of their high­ 
est hopes, the 
triumph 
of 
a 
cause for which they have long 
been fighting a political battle 
inside the Pentagon and in Con­ 
gress. 


THEIR CRITICAL question is 
not whether the new policy is 
right but whether the Eisenhow- 
er-Wilson defense budget pro­ 
vides enough money to make it 
work. In substance they are ar­ 
guing that the Air Force needs 
larger appropriations if it is to 
fulfill its mission and stay ahead 
in the race of armaments. 
The other achool of criticism 
is taking its brief from the Army 
and from the stalwart believers 
in the Truman doctrine. They 
are wanting to know how this 
concentration of effort and mon­ 
ey on the strategic Air Force is 
to bring military advantages in 
a place like Indo-China where 
big air power cannot be used. 


THOUGH 
NONE 
of 
these 
critics in a responsible position 
has as yet said so plainly, they 
are implying that this country 
needs not only to maintain a 
superior Air Force to deter the 
Soviet Union, but that it needs 
also large conventional forces, in­ 
cluding a big force 
of 
ground 
troops, for local wars of the Ko­ 
rean and Indo-Chinese type. 


They are worried about the 
decision to reduce the conven­ 
tional forces. They have a rather 
strong debating point provided 
for them by Secretary Dulles who 
has given the impression 
that 
while much military power will 
be acquired by the new policy, 
none will have to be given up. 
This is not true. It could not be 
true. 


THE NEW POLICY, assuming 
it is adequately implemented, is 
designed for the supreme mili­ 
tary mission of 
preventing 
a 
world war. It is not designed for 
,811 other military missions as 
well. The new armaments are 
not good for all purposes. They 
are not a military panacea cap­ 
able of producing “military vic­ 
tory” everywhere and anywhere 
that fighting breaks out. 


When these critics ask how 
under the ‘‘new look” Indochina 
is to be reconquered by the anti­ 
communist forces, they are be­ 
ing disingenuous. They are en­ 
couraging the notion that they or 


the Truman administration or 
the old Chief of Staff have had 
or now have a military policy 
which could be counted upon te 
produce a victory in Indochina. 
Nobody has such a policy. 


THE NEW policy offers no 
prospect of a military victory la 
Indochina. But neither, be it 
said clearly, did the old policy. 
Neither policy, the old or the 
new, Truman’s or Eisenhower’s, 
has produced the meant for a 
military victory in wart like the 
Korean and 
the 
Indo-Chinese 
which are fought on the ground 
on the mainland of Asia. 
That is why we signed an ar­ 
mistice in Korea. That is why 
the French would like to sign an 
armistice in Indochina. 


THE TRUE answer to the crit­ 
ics of the first school is to find 
out whether they might be right 
and if so to make the appropri­ 
ations adequate. 
The answer to the critics of 
the second school can be made 
only when the Administration 
stops pretending that it can pro­ 
duce military victories without 
fighting, and that it can con­ 
trol great areas on the ground 
without putting 
men 
on 
the 
ground. Then, having recognized 
that the problem of Indochina 
cannot be solved by a military 
decision, we should recognize the 
political consequences. We should 
take the strongest position that 
is available to us on which and 
from which to negotiate a cease 
fire. 


W H A T COULD that be? As 
something to talk about, I should 
venture to suggest that it might 
be worked out on these lines: 
Acting with the British in sup­ 
port of the French, we might ad­ 
dress 
the 
Vietminh 
directly, 
though the Soviet Union and 
Red China should be informed 
in advance. We might tell the 
Vietminh that while the French 
authority is to be withdrawn, this 
will not be done under military 
pressure and it will not be car­ 
ried out until a political solution 
is agreed to. 


WHAT COULD be the prin­ 
ciples of a political solution? It 
is clear, I think, that on the 
other side the irreducible mini­ 
mum terms of peace are that the 
Fenrch authority should be with­ 
drawn. 


On the Western side the Irre­ 
ducible minimum is that Indo­ 
china should not be abandoned 
and forced to become a satellite 
of Red China The hard and cru­ 
cial fact is that an Indochina 
from which , the 
French 
were 
withdrawn would not and could 
not now be an independent state, 


IF THERE IS a way out, is it 
not to place Indochina under the 
protection of the United Nations, 
and 
to 
put the 
independent 
Asian members of the United 
Nations in the leading places of 
the undertaking? 
I have no illusions, I think, 
about how difficult, how moun­ 
tainous, are the obstacles to such 
a solution. But can anyone think 
of any solution which is not much 
more difficult and also much 
more painful?

NEW YORK (/P> — We are not 
alone In the universe, for there 
are probably 100 million other 
planets suitable for high forms 
of life, says a famous Harvard 
astronomer, Dr. Harlow Shap- 
ley. 


The. life on some of them may 
surpass our own, with beings su­ 
perior to humans, he writes in a 
new book, “Climatic Change,” 
published today, Harvard Univer­ 
sity Press. 


Dr. Shapley i* cautious when 
it comes to estimating just how 
many planets may support life. 
He figures it this way: 


SUPPOSE ONLY one star or 
sun in a million has any planets 
at all. 


And suppose only one in a 
thousand of those families of 
planets has the conditions “suit­ 
able for the life experiment.” 
That means a near-circular orbit, 
proper distance from a warmth- 
giving star, proper mass, atmos­ 
phere, and rotation period for 
night and day. 


That would mean only one 
life-bearing planet for every bil­ 
lion stars. 


Still being skeptical, suppose 
that life went on to higher forms 
on only one of every thousand of 
these planets. 
On 
the 
others, 
something could have happened 
to end life. 


THAT STILL leaves 100 mil­ 
lion planets as life-theaters be­ 
cause there are so many thous­ 
ands of billions of stars in the 
universe. Our Milky Way alo^e, 
to which we belong, has 100 bil­ 
lion stars, and there are billions 
of Milky Ways or galaxies. 


These millions of planets “in­ 
dicate that the life phenomenon 
is widespread and of cosmic sig­ 
nificance. We are not alone. And 
we should admit, of course, that 
the animal, vegetable or other 
organisms 
on 
other 
happier 
planets may have far surpassed 
the terrestrial forms. There is 
no reason whatever to presume 
that Homo Sapiens (man», Apis 
Mellifera <honeybees) and Cor- 
vus Americanua travens or crows» 
are the best that biochemistry 
and star shine can do.” 


No earth-sized planets have 
yet been detected around other 
stars, because the stars are too 
bright, and the planets too small 
in gravitational mass to ’affect 
the motions of their stais by 
present measuring methods. 


BUT THERE’S evidence of a 
huge planet for a nearby star, 
named 61 Cygni. a star which 
can be seen with the naked eye. 


Dr. 8hapley says Mars is the 
only other planet in our sun’s 
family which might have life of 
some kind. 


Dr. Shapley is editor of, and 
writes the introduction for, the 
book giving views of more than 
20 different scientific specialists 
on the causes of great climatic 
changes on earth, and the effects 
upon life.

SACRAMENTO UP) — Senators 
predicted widely today Sen. Clar­ 
ence C. Ward <R-Santa Barbara) 
will be elected president pro tern 
of the Senate when the Legislature 
meets Monday. 
Sen. Arthur H. Breed Jr. (R- 
Oakland) gave notice, however, he 
is still a contender for the impor­ 
tant post. It was vacated last fall 
when former Sen. Harold J. Pow­ 
ers <R-Eagleville) became lieuten­ 
ant 
governor 
in 
the 
W arren- 
Knight changeover. 
STRAW BOSS 
In addition to being a sort of 
general strawboss, the Pro Tern 
is chairman of the Rules Commit­ 
tee which appoints other Senate 
committees and assigns bills to 
committees. The 1948 Succession 
act places him second in line for 
the governorship. 
For that reason, the Republi­ 
cans—with a 26-13 majority—are 
ignoring Democratic possibilities 
for the job. There is one vacancy 
in the 40-member chamber. 
Incidentally, the 30-day budget 
session will see two Republican 
candidates for lieutenant governor 
as presiding officers — Lt. Gov. 
Powers in the Senate and Speaker 
James W. Silliman 
(R-Salinas) 
in the Assembly. 
HE’S HOPEFUL 
The white-haired Ward, serving 
his fourth senate term, told a re­ 
porter “anything can happen’’ to 
upset a previous informal vote 
favoring his candidacy for the 
Senate leadership. He said: how­ 
ever, “I'm hopeful.” 
Other senators made the out­ 
right 
prediction 
he 
would 
be 
named. 
“He’s 
a 
shoo-in,” 
one 
member said. The entire Senate 
will caucus behind locked doors 
Monday to decide on its officers. 
Breed, whose late father was 
president pro tern for 18 consecu­ 
tive years from 1917 to 1935, said 
he considers himself still in the 
running, although he said he Is 
not actively campaigning. 
Breed and Ward reportedly each 
received 10 votes at a caucus of 
20 of the 26 Republican senators 
some weeks back. An informant 
said Ward was endorsed unani­ 
mously on the second ballot. 
Referring to the caucus action, 
Breed said: 
“That was 
an 
expression 
of 
opinion at the time. The only thing 
that counts is what the senators 
do on March 1.” 
One source said that however 
the contest goes, Breed is certain 
to land one of the two openings 
on the Rules Committee. Sen. Paul 
L. Byrne (R-Chico) is expected to 
get the other. 
The vacancies result from Pow­ 
ers’ resignation from the Senate I 
and the death of veteran Sen. 
George J. Hatfield (R-Newman). 
Ward already is a Rules member. 
The two others are Sens. Charles 
Browm of Shoshone and Hugh M. 
Bums of Fresno, both Democrats.

At Accident 


Angelo Turrini, director of the 
Marin Ambulance Co., San Rafael, 
recently told Red Cross first aid 
instructors that one of the most 
important things the first aiders 
should do at an automobile acci­ 
dent is to keep bystanders away 
from the victims until help arrives. 
Turrini was invited by the Ma­ 
rin county chapter of the Red 
Cross to suggest procedures for 
first aiders to follow if they ar­ 
rive at the scene of an accident 
before the highway patrolmen or 
the ambulance. 
Only move the victim w'hen he 
is endangered by traffic, Turrini 
said. He suggested the Red Cross 
workers should start simple treat­ 
ment at the scene only when the 
accident occurs a long distance 
from central professional help. 
Turrini was thanked at the end 
of tho meeting held in the chap­ 
ter house, San Rafael, by Jordan 
Dell’Era, Marin county Red Cross 
chapter chairman.

Reds Have Killed 


15 Million Of Own 


People Since 1949 


WASHINGTON (A*)— Asst. Sec­ 
retary of State Walter S. Robert­ 
son has told Congress the Chinese 
Reds, in “just about the bloodiest 
pattern that the Communists have 
follow’ed in any country in the 
world,” have killed about 15 mil­ 
lion of their own people since 
1949. 
Robertson, 
whose 
province ts 
Far Eastern affairs, attributed this 
huge death toll to liquidations and 
government-ignored starvation. 
In testimony on the State De­ 
partment's budget request, made 
public by the House Appropria­ 
tions Committee today, Robertson 
said the department anticipates in 
Asia for the foreseeable future 
“emergencies, crises and problems 
of the greatest importance and 
magnitude.” 
FOl'R MAIN POINTS 
He 
made 
these 
other 
main 
points; 
1—A basic American strategy is 
to keep powerful Chinese Nation­ 
alist forces on Formosa as a con­ 
stant threat of American-support­ 
ed military action against Red 
China. 
2—On the mainland “there is a 
deep undercurrent of unrest and 
resentments that would be glad to 
follow some other leadership if it 
had the chance.” 
3—New outlets must be found 
for Japanese trade, including more 
access to American markets, “or 
we will inevitably throw Japan 
into the Communist orbit.” 
4—For an indefinite period “we 
must make a contribution toward 
keeping our allies 
strong.” 
In 
“Formosa and Korea we have an 
army of just about one million 
men . . . a big reserve against 
trouble in Asii” but a financial 
drain too heavy for these countries 
to handle alone. 
SKETCH OF RED CHINA 
Robertson, who once served as 
President 
Eisenhow’er’s 
personal 
envoy to South Korea, gave this 
sketch of Communist China from 
available information: 
The mainland had one cf its 
worst famines in history in .1950. 
"Throughout th at period 
the 
Communist government was ex­ 
porting food, with thousands of 
people dying of starvation, 
to 
Soviet Russia in exchange for in­ 
dustrial equipment and military 
supplies.” 
The best estimate is **. . . that 
including the deaths from starva­ 
tion plus the liquidations — the 
liquidations 
in

squares, 
where they just lined them up 
and turned the machine guns on 
them; 
the 
liquidations of 
the 
political opposition, the landown­ 
ers, business people and the classes 
th at they# want to exterminate— 
that the Communists have liqui­

BONN, Germany (Æ)—*The West­ 
ern high commissioners want to 
talk with the Russians about eas­ 
ing restrictions on trade and tra­ 
vel within divided Germany. 
They outlined 
their 
ideas in 
similar letters last night to Soviet 
High 
Commissioner 
Vladimir S. 
Semyenov and his Berlin represen­ 
tative, Sergei Dengin. They pro­ 
posed negotiations for the removal 
of what they called “unjustifiable ; 
obstacles” set up by the Russians; 
between East and West Germany 
and East and West Berlin. 


SUGGESTED ELIMINATIONS 
Acting four days after the wind­ 
up of the Berlin Big Four Foreign 
Ministers Conference, which dead­ 
locked on the question of German 
unity, the United States, British 
and French 
commissioners sug­ 
gested elimination of such things 
as: 
The Red border death zones, 
street barriers, red tap on west­ 
erners’ travel in 
East Germany, 
the Communist system of controls 
on goods, the barriers to free cir­

Proposals for Berlin included the

Amer­ 
ican salvage firms turned down 
the project as uneconomical be­ 
cause of the distances involved 
and present U.S. scrap prices. 
Atop Mt. Surabachi, the Amer­ 
ican flag flies where it was plant­ 
ed Feb. 23, 1945—one of the few 
spots where the Stars and Stripe« 
are never lowered. 
“We use about one flag a week.” 
said Maj. Harry M. Edwards of 
Gleascn, Tenn., executive officei 
at an Air Force 
base 
used 
bf 
transpacific planes. 
SHRINES NEARBY 
Nearby are four shrines for the 
23.000 Japanese defenders killed. 
Japan was permitted to send re­ 
ligious groups to build them. 
Look ng down on the black sand« 
of the invasion beach from atop 
Surabachi, it is hard to believe 
that any force could storm up that 
open stretch in the face of 135 
dug-in positions commanding every 
inch of the approach. 
Japanese 
workmen 
have re­ 
moved 
almost every sign of the 
heavy casualties. 
Still being re­ 
moved, however, is a landing ship 
which had been washed high up 
on the beach, then covered by the 
sand. 
Workmen are digging it out and 
cutting it up with torches. 
EVIDENCE OF BEATING 
There still is plenty of evidence 
of the beating Japan took. The gun 
ports and block houses along the 
cliffs bear multiple marks of ma­ 
chine gun, rifle and grenade at­ 
tack. 
The stench of volcanic sulphur 
still dominates the air 
but 
the 
scenery has changed. New foliage 
has appeared. Some spots have a 
jungle appearance. 
One of the island’s three 
air 
strips, with a 10,000-foot runway, 
remains in use. 
The Air Force 
keeps a 350-man force there. 
High grass today covers the area 
when the 5th Marines cut across 
the southwest end 
fcnd 
isolated 
Surabachi. 
The Amphitheater and 
Death 
Valley, the two points where the 
fighting stalled for a time, today 
are parts of the big landing strip. 
A U. S. Coast Guard long-range 
navigation station stands on the 
northeast corner, where the Jap­ 
anese made their final stand and 
where their commander was slain. 
CEREMONY REPLICA 
On a sandstone cliff in this sec­ 
tor is a cut-out replica of the flag- 
raising ceremony on 
Surabachi. 
Beneath it is inscribed 
“W. L. 
Rich, 31st NCB Navy Construc­ 
tion Battalion, July 27, 1945.” 
The Japanese junkyard is on the 
beach opposite the invasion beach. 
A Japanese workman is cutting 
up the remnants of a Japanese 
Zero plane. The metal is taken to 
a small plant and compressed into 
bales. 
One huge stack of compressed 
metal was made from beer cans 
discarded by the Americans. 
Also in the junkyard are tanks, 
rolls of barbed wire, rusting veh­ 
icles, plane parts and amphibious 
craft. 
Once baled, the metal is moved 
to the SS Eastern Pilot, a rusting 
hulk rammed into the beach and 
forming one section of a break­ 
water. There it is lowered into 
the boats and taken to small Jap­ 
anese steamers offshore.

No Depression In Sight, 


Say State Statisticians 


iNote: Words like “recession” 
and “depression" are being toss­ 
ed around these days, and in­ 
dustrialized California has come 
in for its share of the economic 
pulse-taking. 
State o f f i c i a l s have their 
guesses about the future. They 
also have figures to show how 
many people are working, how 
many are not; and how the 
situation stacks up against, say, 
1929.
